acquired, including 140 farms. This giant hydro-electric 
plant was designed and built within two years. Actually, 
this huge body of water is an earth embankment with a 


concrete core, 86 feet high. Impounded water is carried — 


by a tunnel through Marsh Mountain to the penstocks | 


which feed two turbines in the power house. The crest 
of the dam is 2,500 feet above sea level and the turbines 
are 440 feet below the intake tunnel, giving a supply of 
water that makes it one of the largest in the East. 

The resort development came about when the Penn- 
sylvania Electric Company purchased the dam in 1942 
and leased the lake rights to the Maryland Inland Fish 
and Game Commission for recreation use. s 

The steady building of this mountain-top resort be- 
gan almost immediately. The lake had something rare for 


boating, a good wind. Property owners began to sell land 


for resort purposes. Today the 65 miles of shoreline is 
completely dotted with cottages, boat-docks and ‘resort 
buildings. Any type of recreation can be enjoyed, from 


big time fishing to camping, water skiing and sailboating. - 


Yearly, the stream of tourists increases, boat owners 
grow in number, lavish cottages are erected. Big capital 
is interested. This combined hydro-electric plant and 
recreation resort is the most profitable combine in joint 
operation in Western Maryland. 


Then, too, Deep Creek Lake is the glamorous gate- 
way to the splendid tall mountains that attract hundreds 
of tourists yearly. This resort wears water as a glittering 
necklace for the jewel of outdoor pleasure.

All this wonderfulness began with a railroad. The | 


Baltimore and Ohio Railroad was the first single agency 
to see the resort potential in this area. In 1850-51, a 
railway system was built across the mountains from the 
Potomac to Cheat River. 

There was nothing here but utter wilderness. The 
railroad village of Swanton, Md., thrived into develop- 
ment. Farms were cleared and timber companies located 
by the railroad. The county was formed and named Gar- 
rett, after John W. Garrett, president of the railroad com- 
pany. Yough Glades, known as Oakland, became the 
county seat and commercial center in the new county. 

Again the resort mountain-top playground had its 
beginning with the railroad, Deer Park was one of the 


most fashionable resorts in the East. A plush, elegant | 


hotel was erected by the railroad to accommodate the 


train loads of vacationers from Baltimore and Washing- | 


ton. Some of America’s most celebrated figures came to 
this resort, including two presidents and Henry Ford. 


The years brought a decline in interest in Deer Park, 
but the resort idea remained and Deep Creek Lake Re- 
sort was the result of this venture sponsored by the rail- 
road. Today the railroad still plays a very necessary part 
in this mountain-top resort life. In spring vacationers 
come by train to Oakland; traffic is heavy from April 
to December, then again in February when the big ski 
rush is on.

For those interested in painting or sketching, we 
recommend the Bear Creek area north of Accident, off 
U. S. Route 219. This route begins with the rugged area 
beside 219 and as the road winds up the valley the travel- 
er comes to Kaese’s Mill. This property is owned by for- 
mer State Senator and Mrs. Clifford Friend. On this 
spot one may see the well preserved water mill that has 


been grinding grain for the farmers of this region for 


over three quarters of a century. The fact that the mill 
race and the water wheel are in plain view at the rear 
of the mill will give parents an opportunity to have their 
children see a practical application of the principle of 
changing flowing water into mechanical power. The ar- 
tist will find the beautiful greens and browns a challenge 
and an inspiration. 


Farther up the winding road the traveler will see the 
ruins of the old Engle mill. A pause beside these ruins 
will afford the viewer an excellent opportunity to see 
the Early American craftsmanship, shown in the intri- 
cate manner in which the timbers of the mill were mor- 
tised and jointed together. 


The road ends at the Maryland State Fish Hatchery. 
Here the white rushing waters of Bear Creek have been 
diverted into beautiful pools for the fish hatchery. Chil- 
dren will delight in seeing the schools of trout swimming 
around at feeding time. 


Castleman River Bridge 


The beautiful stonework of the Castleman River 
bridge can be seen from U. S. Route 40, just east of 
Grantsville, Md. A small park has been developed here 
by the Department of Forests and Parks. 


Children will enjoy wading in the peaceful Castle- 
man River and adults will find a rewarding experience 
in observing the unusual structure of the old bridge 
which formed a part of the Cumberland road, the road 
that played such an important role in the westward 
movement during the early days of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. 


An equally delightful experience can be had at the 


nearby Penn Alps. In this old restored inn is a dining © 
room where Dutch food and other dishes are served. — 


There is a Crafts room where arts and crafts peculiar 
to this region are sold. There are also rooms for tourists 


at Penn Alps. Nearby is the old Stanton Mill, built in| 
1882 and still in use. 4 
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The Cat -Rock 


, Over a million years ago, some animals walked 
across a muddy plot on the margin of a swamp or pond. 
They left their tracks, clearly defined footprints. Mixed 
with the fine grains of sand were some cementing ma- 
terial such as iron oxide, silica, or lime carbonate. The 
sun baked this into very hard rock. This ‘rock is now an 
extensive slab of sandstone near the top-most spine of 


Backbone mountain. The bigger tracks ‘are supposedly’

These 
fossil ‘tracks have been reported ‘to the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. The indentations are one-half to three-quarters 
of ‘an inch deep.

After the water thickens to a golden 
flow, the syrup is filtered and barrelled for shipment, 
each barrel bearing the Garrett County label. This label 
is known East and West.

Deep Creek Lake State Park, the newest addition 
to recreation in Garrett County, is fast becoming pop- 
ular for area comfort and pleasure seekers. 

The park, at one time a game refuge, officially 
opened July 1 of last year and has been accommodating 
an average of 2,500 to 3,000 persons on Sunday. 


Located near a Garrett County road, which can be » 


reached from U. S. Route 219, the recreational area 
comprises 150 acres. The entire layout extends over 
1,764 acres. 

The park contains a camping area, able to accom- 
modate 55 families; a bath house; a mile of shoreline, 
and 54 pienic tables and fireplaces. A small ‘comfort 
station is located in the picnic area. Landry facilities 
are available. 

Parking conveniences are plentiful. There are seven 
parking sections in which to park cars. The usual Sun- 
day automobile capacity is about 350 to 500. 

A fee of 50 cents is charged for parking on week- 
ends and holidays, and camp sites can be rented for a 
weekly rate of $7 or a nightly rate of $1.25. 

Stretching along the body of water, used for both

day this fertile county is one of the leading producers

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of milk. A central collection station, The City Roller 
Mills, collects and distributes the milk. The Carnation 
Milk Company has a depot in Oakland, here the milk is 
pasteurized for shipping.

AND GARRETT COUNTY 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad was the most im- 
portant single factor in the development of what is 
now Garrett County. The line was laid across the 
mountains from the Potomac to Cheat River in 1850- 
51, paralleling the old Inter-State Road, and the 
benefits it brought were immediately apparent. 


Before 1849 there was neither village nor town in 
the southern part of Garrett County, but in the foot- 
steps of the Iron Horse came the development of the 
timber and coal resources. Farms were cleared, towns 
and villages appeared, in fact the whole area atop the 
mountains began to grow. Yough Glades (now Oak- 
land) expanded rapidly into a thriving commercial 
center and in 1872 was chosen as the seat of Garrett 
County, which was named in honor of the President 
of the Baltimore & Ohio in recognition of his continuing 
efforts to promote the growth of the area. This sudden 
growth necessitated a railroad station and the first 
mountain top railroad station in the world was erected 
at Oakland. 


With the successful laying of the railroad through 
Piedmont, Oakland and Terra Alta, a major construc- 
tion problem has been overcome. Crossing the moun- 
tains began with a 17 mile grade, rising 116 feet per 
mile, then through a 30 foot cut at the summit at

Altamont. From Terra Alta the road descended to 
the Cheat River by a heavy grade, clinging high to 
the side of a steep chasm. 


The mountain area of Western Maryland offered an 
ideal summer vacation spot and the B&O encouraged 
development of the territory for this purpose. B&O’s 
Deer Park Hotel was built in 1873 as the first moun- 
tain top resort hotel in this country. It was adjacent 
to Deer Park Village, the site of the famous Boiling 
Spzings, from which clear, pure mountain water is still 
obtained for use in B&O Dining Cars. This hotel was 
closely followed by the erection of the Oakland Hotel, 
which was opened to the public in 1876. Both of these 
hotels have long since vanished, but in their day they 
were summer resorts of world renown. 


Today this thriving country is an important part of 
the B&O area and is served by B&O through Main 
Line trains, both Westward to Cincinnati, Louisville 
and St. Louis and Eastward to Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and the Deep Creek 
Lake-Garrett County Promotion Council cooperate in 
the promotion of ski-trains; one and two day Autumn 
Leaf package vacation tours; camera caravan trips and 
sightseeing trips to Nature’s scenic wonderland. 
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
